climate the minimum annual temper-

Meaning that he Sad fixed matters 
whereby the appropriation made last 
May for the maintenance of the 
Dawes Commission would be the last 
one and that the commission would 


go out of business at the end of the 
fiscal year, July 1, 1909. 


•Imagine therefore the surprise that 


was occasioned by the estimates laid 
before congress at the opening ses- 
sion. "One hundred ami forty thou- 
sand dollars for the Da\ves Com- 
mission." Senator Owen turned as 
red as his Indian complexion allow- 
ed. Mrs. Gore reports Se-nator Gore 
in a dazed condition when she read 
what the secretary of the interior 
had done. McG-uire and Carter mem- 
bers- of the house committee on In- 
dian, affairs to wihose committee the 
secretary of anterior estimates were 
sent likewise swore vengeance oa 
—ames Rudolph Garfield. 


'If the fight last year did not suc- 


ceed and a compromise had to be 
affected 
it was only (because the 


nreanibers of Oklahoma bad too many 
irons in the fire. There was tne re- 
moval of restrictions bill 
for in- 


stance that affected 9,000,000 acres of 
land in Oklahoma and which* was not 
to be trifled witSh if th« delegation 
valued its political existence 
very 


highly. For fear that the interior de- 
partment would retaliate and make 
impossible the passage of that meas- 
ure Senator Owen brought the de- 
aired pressure to bear which would 
have closed the doors of the Dawes 
Commission at that time. He 
lifre 


every other menjber of the delegation 
felt that the commission had reach- 
ed a stage in its work which could 
be tafken up by the interior depart- 
ment without fear of injury to any- 
one, 
'Political exigencies 
however 


were quite powe-rful enough to make 
nau'ght of the delegations conten- 
tions. Senator Owen then suggested a 
compromise and meeting with a ready 
acquiesence from the interior 'depart- 
ment thought himself a sharpshooter 
indeed when Secretary Garfield con- 
sented to wind up the five civilized 
tribes on July 1, 1909.
